McGill Faces 
Middlebury in 
Local Debate

Last night McGill brought Its 
intercollegiate Debating Program 
to a close by playing host to Mid- 
dlebury College. Before a pre- 
dominantly female audience assem- 
bled in the R.V.C. Common Room, 
Jon Ballon and Patricia Moore up- 
held: Resolved "That Marriage and 
College are Compatible" in a no- 
decision encounter. 

The Home team introduced many 
favorable reports by eminent psy- 
chologists and sociologists to the 
effect that marriage and college 
are being successfully combined by 
Student Veterans. The high birth 
rate among student veteran's fam- 
ilies and the accompanying scholas- 
tic succss and stability were pre- 
sented as decisive evidence cor- 
roborated by the resolution. 

The gathering was somewhat 
surprised when the Middlebury 
speakers stated that Marriage as a 
social institution was rapidly dis- 
integration. Proceeding on this as- 
sumption they outlined the added 
difficulties resulting from the in- 
troduction of marriage on the 
campus. Their refutation consisted 
mainly in pointing out that pre 
sent day Veterans' allowances and 
housing facilities arc not criteria 
in analyzing the problems of mar 
ried students in normal times. 

On Wednesday night Pat. Cogan 
and Bill Tctlcy of McGill upheld 
the negative on the same topic at 
Middlebury, in a no-decision de- 
bate as part of a traditional Middle- 
bury - McGill exchange.

The characters of "The Beggcr's 
Opera," which starts a four day 
run at Moysc Hall on Wednesday, 
March 17th, are sair to be some of 
the most colorful in stage history.

Both 
Polly (Jean Aulenbach) and Lucy 
(Shirley Sprouie), daughter of 
Peachum and Lockit respectively, 
are in love with him and believe 
they are married to him. But the 
girls' parents are violently against 
such sentimentalities. The daugh- 
ters arc attractive and should, to 
their parents belief, make use of 
their beauty commercially. 

Such is the main idea of the 
comedy but the developments arc 
too amusing lo be related before 
hand. To these characters and cir 
cumstances, John Gay set a musical 
score that includes touching and 
beautiful ballads, saucy and 
naughty ditties, rousing drinking 
and marching airs, colorful dance 
scenes and thrilling choruses.

The N.F.C.U.S. Exchange Student 
Committee has been working hard 
on plans for an intcr-Canadian- 
European university student ex- 
change and has received much in- 
teresting information in connection 
with this from Europe. The Swiss, 
Dutch and Swedish government 
and student organizations seem 
especially ready and willing to 
establish student exchange when- 
ever Canadian universities are 
read yto do so, and negotiations arc 
under way for similar arrangements 
with France, Norway and Denmark. 
Spain, Italy and the Balkans arc 
also being contacted. 

The type of exchange we have 
in mind Is a house to house stu- 
dent exchange— that Is the Canadian 
student giving tiie European student 
accommodation and vice versa with 
the respective universities remitting 
the entire cost of tuition. To begin 
with students wishing to do gradu- 
ate work abroad will be given 
priority. 

Before Christmas an attempt was 
made to arouse the interest of stu- 
dents on the campus in connection 
with such a scheme but the response 
was very poor indeed. Canadian 
students do not seem to be aware 
of the urgent necessity for learning 
to understand their European bro- 
thers' ways of life — whether com- 
munist or capitalist — and their 



thoughts and problems at this criti- 
cal period in the world's history, 
Nor for that matter are they aware 
of the tragically frustrated longing 
of all but a very privileged few 
Europeans to visit North America 
and get to know their Anglo-Saxon 
contemporaries on this continent. 

Anyone who IS interested— and 
let it be more than the members 
of last year's "Beaver Brigade" to 
Yugoslavia! — please come to the 
N.F.C.U.S. room of the Union on 
Friday at 1 p.m. It is emphasized 
that present third and fourth year 
students planning to do post gradu- 
ate work are the ones who will be 
most likely to benefit, but all who 
are at all interested please come.

Forge— 1048, has struck a note ni 
controversy. Both supporters and 
stern critics have arisen on op- 
posite sides to discuss the efforts 
displayed In this new issue. 
Professional Critics 

Representative of the contsruc- 
tive side of the argument are two 
leading literary connoisseurs, Mr. 
Morgan-Powell of the Montreal 
Star, and Mr. Sholto Watt, of the 
Standard. Both Mr. Morgan-Powell 
and Mr. Watt have presented en- 
thusiastic remarks, stating that the 
Forge is not only better, technical* 
ly speaking, but that the material 
itself shows more polish. Imagina- 
tion and sincerity than its prede- 
cessors. It was the opinion of both 
that a great improvement had been 
affected. 

Miss Goodln's Remarks 

However, a review of Forge, by 
Peggy Goodin, whose first novel 
was awarded a literary prize, 
proves that not all the readers have 
been thoroughly pleased with this 
year's work. 

Miss Goodin, as a talent scout on 
the New York women's magazine, 
came into contact with many un- 
dergraduate publications. On the 
basis of her experience in tiiis 
work, she claims that the MlGIU 
effort falls short of other under- 
graduate publications. 

Whereas Miss Goodin approves of 
the non-fiction, articles, which {he 
considers "simple, forthright and 
meaningful," she is very critical 
of the poetry and fictitious writ- 
ings. The stories, she claims, con- 
sist of weak characterizations, and 
much of the poetry is "fragile"; 
"incomprehcnt.blc'' and lacking in 
"substantial, intellectual and pic- 
torial" ideas. 

"Lacks Substance" 

The magazine as a whole, she 
states "lacks substance, discipline 
and clarity." According to Mira 
Goodin. the contributions are de- 
void of substantial ideas. Further, 
that where the author has had a 
definite point in mind, his mani- 
pulation of the material has re- 
sulted in absence of clarity. She 
feels that "a literary revolution is 
long overdue."' 

Whichever one of these schools 
of thought may be the mure 
strongly supported. It is an undis- 
puted fact that much pain has been 
taken by the editor, Norman Le- 
vine, and the Editorial Board, to 
produce a better magazine. Much 
discrimination went into the task 
of selection, and only the best were 
chosen to appear. 

The majority of the contributors 
are veteran students, with a great 
deal of colorful experience behind 
them, and in some cases, novels, 
poems and plays of good quality 
added to their names. This, the 
editor feels is a significant fac- 
tor, and that the more serious and 
maturcr outlook on life that they 
represent is manifested in the new 
Forge's material. 

A very important innovation was 
introduced hy the editorial board 
of tiie new Forge. For the first time 
in its history, the magazine was 
given "an airing." On Wednesday, 
March 3, Forge went on the air, as 
the main feature of the McGill 
Radio Show. With Professor Phelps, 
of the English Department, acting 
as moderator, students gave voice 
to the poetry which their fellow- 
students had composed. Thus was 
Inaugurated a new proceeding, 
which may well continue in future 
years. 

PROFESSOR FILES 

According to Professor Files, 
Head of the English Department, 
the Forge, since its first publica- 
tion in 1038, has served a valuable 
purpose on the campus, that of 
bringing to the attention of the 
students and the public in general, 
the literary offsprings of ambitious 
young writers. Professor Files en- 
courages the continuation of 
McGill's literary magazine, warn- 
ing that "unless the younger writ- 
ers In Canada have their opportun- 
ity to write and to be read and 
heard: to see their work objective- 
ly, and to discover how it is re- 
garded, the Canadian literature will 
be the loser."

It might appear to be somewhat of a para- 
dox, in these hectic and unsettled days, to con- 
sider the role of the International Relations 
Clubs at the Universities spread across Canada. 

The admitted objectives of such groups is the 
promotion of international good-will; the pro- 
pagation of more complete understanding be- 
tween the many countries of the world. These 
objectives are obviously being more and more 
negated from day to day. Rather than an in- 
crease in understanding we arc witness to a 
heightening of resentment, a more intense con- 
centration of opposed camps. 

Yet despite the grim rumblings at present 
being heard throughout (he world, there arc 
those among us who retain a quality without 
which man would never have gained his present 
status on earth: hope. There arc those people, 
individually or in organized groups, who have 
somehow, in the face of continuous discourage- 
ment, prolonged their grasp upon the desire to 
search out good-will and co-operation on an 
international scale. 

Such, perhaps, arc the qualities of (he individ- 
uals who today comprise our University Inter- 
national Relations Clubs. And it is, perhaps, to 
redefine their objectives and future action- 
necessitated by the adverse conditions already 
mentioned— that they are holding a Congress of 
all their groups at the University of Montreal 
this week-end; 

The manner in which they are approaching 
the collossal problem of International relations 
appears to be wholly commendable. The overall 
theme of the conference is "Canadian Youljj and 
International Relations," and the delegate's" will 



resolve themselves into four committees, each 
devoted to some vital aspect of the problem. 

Most significant of these committees is the 
one dealing with the external relations of the 
Clubs. In this commission, delegates will con 
sidcr the relationship which should exist between 
• heir groups and the United Nations Organiza- 
tion,, and the U.N.E.S.C.O. Added to this, they 
will investigate the possibilities of conveying 
the opinions of Canadian Youth on international 
affairs to the Ministry of External Affairs, 
wherever possible. 

Other Committees will be occupied with (he 
problem of internal organization, the contribu- 
tions of the Universities, and the possibility of 
setting up a Federation of International Itc 
lations Club. 

While in Montreal, the delegates, who will 
be representing some M Canndian Universities 
will hear such well-known local leaders as Msgr 
Olivier Maurault, rector of the University of 
Montreal; Mr. Ftilgcncc Charpentier, hend of 
the Information Office of External Affairs; and 
Professor Frank Scott of the Law Faculty of 
McGill, who will speak on "Relations Between 
Internal and External Policies of Canada." 

International Relations, more so now than at 
any other time in our history, arc of the utmost 
importance to every man; for upon them hinges 
the future of the world: War or Peace. Certainly 
it is to be hoped that the International Relations 
Clubs can lend to some amicable solution to an 
already overstrained stale of affairs. Admittedly 
their contribution will be small, but where there 
is hope, there is still a possibility that the black 
picture may be somewhat enlightened.— A.T. 



Reply to Forge Critique

As a contributor to the edition of the Forge 
which appeared yesterday, it will be apparent that 
I have an axe to grind in taking Issue with Miss 
Goodin's review of it in yesterday's Daily. However, 
I hope to be able to ignore this axe— without, on the 
other hand, burying the hatchet. 

The lead on Miss Goodin's article gives the game 
sway at once— "Independent Critic Looks For Dis- 
cipline In Forge". May I ask why Miss Goodin went 
to the Forge to look for discipline? Is this the im- 
partial attitude that one would wish to find in a 
critic? One realizes that a critic must have stand- 
ards with which to compare any new object and 
that "discipline" may form an integral part of the 
structure of these standards, but that still does not 
justify an approach that condemns immediately and 
in toto if one aspect of the object considered is de- 
ficient. 

But most of my objections to Miss Goodin's re- 
view can be best explained by a consideration of J. 
W. Licber's poem "Long After The Party". In this 
poem, the medium is a fluid, but nevertheless un- 
mistakeable, stanzaic pattern that perhaps owes 
something to the poetry of Marianne Moore. A cas- 
ual glance at the poem as It is printed shows the 
approximate equality of lengths of the first, second, 
etc. lines of each stanza. A further Investigation 
will show the parallelism of rhythms in each stanza 
—and the significant break with the posited struc- 
ture in the third line of the final stanza. It is this 
break that accentuates the importance of the final 
line (and how could there be greater clarity than 
this last line, which suddenly illuminates what was, 
up until then, a mere picture with the light of sig- 
nificance?) and therefore, by its very break with the 
form that has been set up in previous stanzas, lays 
emphasis on this form, on the control the poet has 
subtly exercised over his material. Or is this merely 
a "lack of discipline"? 

Miss Goodin says thai Mr. Licber (among others) 
is not "communicating ideas or images in responsi- 
ble verse". The meaning of the term "responsible 
verse" I find difficult to assess. Is it a question of 
social, political, or economic responsibility? (Miss 
Goodin's praise of Mr. Lcvlne's poems is tempered 
by an accusation that ho lacks "sufficiently Import- 
ant themes", and this comment seems to carry over 
into the criticism of the other verse in Forge). May 
I point out that even M. Sartre absolves poetry from 
the necessity of "Engagement" in the cause of the 
Communist Party? (Not that I wish to suggest that 
Mis» Goodin sympathizes with any particular pol- 
itical party. I merely wish to point out that the 
most rabid of writers who call most rabidly for so- 
cial significance on behalf of the most rabid politi- 
cal party denies that poetry must also follow the 
Party Line.) However, it seems that It is the phrase 
• in responsible verse" that is important to this state- 
ment, for the fact that Mr. Lieber communicates 
both ideas and images is perfectly clear. For in- 
stance the Image of "a breathing gill" is more than 
merely apt, it simultaneously presents the essential- 



ness of what Is left behind, and the slightly unreal 
quality of the time and place. 

Miss Goodin also accuses Mr. Llebcr of being 
"vague and incoherent". Surely it is enough to read 
the poem to dispell this illusion— all the Images are 
concrete, the syntax is completely without ellipsis, 
and the sequence is logical and chronological. 

It Is also stated that the poems in this Forge 
"often lean toward the 'blood and guts' school". 
Though this is obviously inapplicable to the poem I 
am considering here, I should like to point out in 
passing that only Denis Giblin's poems are possibly 
dcscribablc as such. 

There are of course ccrlain points In the review 
which cannot be brought out by a consideration of 
the poetry alone (especially in one poem), and so I 
should like to take a quick look at "Tremor" by 
John H. Cosgrove. First, Miss Goodin states that 
the two characters are "unhappily In love". Perhaps 
it is a quibble, but the fact is that they are "unhappy 
in love", which Is quite another matter. The world 
of the lovers only becomes unhappy when the outer 
world impinges upon it. And when Miss Goodin 
says that the dialogue is "stilted and melodramatic" 
I wish only to urge her to try listening to a lovers' 
quarrel. Melodrama is the prime ingredient, and 
the words never flow evenly in orotund periods. To 
my mind one of the chief assets of "Tremor" is that 
it Is totally realistic. The first long outburst I con 
sider masterly in its unexpressed emotion. Or rather 
the emotion is there, but the reasons are wrong; it 
Li uncoordinated— which again corresponds to the 
behaviour of any real person under emotional stress. 
There is rarely any capacity for sustained utterance, 
or when there Is, there Li still no capacity for rea- 
soning, for adequate explanation' of the person's 
point of view. I consider "Tremor" valuable be- 
cause, besides providing a photograph of what ap- 
pears to be happening, it also sketches the real mo- 
tivation behind the situation— though this only ap- 
pears between the lines. 

There are one or two other things that should be 
said in general that show the distinct shortcomings 
of this review even more clearly. The first of these 
occurs in the first paragraph where Miss Goodin 
says "It contains poetry, fiction, and non-fiction, 
fronted by an abstract cover-design that is a step in 
the right direction". Apparently an abstract cover- 
design is essential to a magazine these days. That's 
fine, but later Miss Goodin abuses the contributors 
for being too abstract (their divorced-from-Time 
outlook, their lack of clarity, and their incoherence). 
This strikes me as being a very ambivalent attitude. 

The other thing is that a proper criticism not 
only attacks the weak pointa of what is criticized, 
but it also Is' supposed to commend it for its good 
points. It is of course entirely possible that Miss 
Goodin really finds so little that is admirable in the 
Forge (faint praise for Mr. Levine'a poems, com- 
mendation for Mr. Campbell's "Forced March", and 
praise for the articles of Messrs. Ciceri and Block- 
ley), but in this cast I am forced to condemn Miss 
Goodin's sensibility, if only on the meritorious as- 
pects of the two pieces I have discussed above. 



Bach B Minor Mass 
RCA Victor's most important re 
lease this month is the Mass in B 
minor, by Johann Sebastien Bach 
But before going into a review of 
the recording, here are a few notes 
of Interest on the Mass itself. 

This is neither the time nor the 
place to go into a detailed discus 
sion of how Bach came to write 
this great work, which Is equally 
unsuited for both Catholicism and 
Protestantism. It might be of Inter 
est, however, to show how in this 
last great work of the greatest mas 
ter of music, Bach had outgrown 
his religion. 

Bach's Passions and Cantatas ex 
press something of a religious spirit, 
but still more of the rational and 
realist spirit which informed Pro 
lestanUsm so long as It was an 
honest revolt. The rile of the Mass 
moved Bach so little that whenever 
he made music for it his creative 
faculty deserted him, and he was 
obliged to use themes and move 
mcnts previously composed for 
other words. 

In the Mass In B minor, he ig 
norcs the ceremonial and -all that it 
implied. Only in the opening 
phrase of the Creco is there any 
sign that he was aware of the 
religious crcdltion. At the same 
time, his use of that phrase of 
plain-song seems lo declare a sense 
of union between the deeper art he 
was engaged in revealing and the 
great body of Christians. The dance 
form of the Et Rcsurrexit seems 
to have been chosen as a compli 
ment to the Polish King to whom, 
and not to God. the work was de- 
dicated. But that dedication in it- 
self covered a free art, this being 
the culminating act of a life that 
was dedicated to the popular cause 
as Bach understood it. 

The inspiration of the B minor 
Mass came from that cause, 
through its greatest master of 
music— the master who knew how 
to balance most perfectly the vari 
ous elements of his art. Rhythm, 
melody, polyphony, harmony, solo 
and tutti, voices and instruments — 
all were used with a balanced 
sense of their values; and the bal 
ancc of those values gave Grom 
to the B minor Mass. 

There are the powerful primitive 
rhythms of the Sanctus. There arc 
the Cum Sancto Spiritu and the 
Et Rcsurrexit wherein the melodic 
masses swarm in the ecstacy of 
personal surrender. We have evi- 
dence of the free development of 
melodic dividuality which makes 
the chorus parts of solo interest to 
the singers. Every tutti has solo 
elements; every solo has a back- 
ground of mingling details. The 
polyphony is the most balanced 
complex of musical forces which 
has been known during the whole 
period of Christian civilization. 

As an act of real religious wor- 
ship, the Mass came to an end in 
the work of Bach. The instrumcn 
tal sections of the Mass in B minor, 
short though they are, are so sig' 
nificant in the matter of exprès 
sion, that the emotion engendered 
by the rite itself must, on a fairly 
cultured mind? be less powerful 
When people, however, have 
reached the degree of emotional 



sensitiveness and intellectual de- 
velopment which enables them to 
appreciate the pieces of Bach, they 
are indeed unlikely to find much 
solace in the sacrificial ceremony 
itself. 

Of especial significance, Is the 
piece which ushers in the first 
fugal Kyrle and the use of the 
solor violin in the Bcnedictus. The 
words of the Kyrie, after the first 
imperative cry, are redundant; they 
do but say with the lips what the 
music says with the whole being. 

In such ways Bach proved that 
In the art of music existed all that 
was needed by the human im- 
agination of mysterious longing and 
spiritual rapture. 

Later musical masses have added 
nothing of mystical revelation to 
what was recorded in the B minor. 

In the present recording, the 
chorus and orchestra are conducted 
by Robert Shaw with great enthu- 
siasm and verve. In an opportunity 
to compare this new recording with 
the one made nearly twenty years 
ago by Albert Coates and the Lon- 
don Symphony Orchestra, one found 
that While the soli on the whole 
were not as accomplished artistic- 
ally in the Bachian style, the chorus 
was better directed and recorded 
In the new version. Of especial 
merit is the performance of the 
solo contralto, and the Instrumen- 
talists. On the whole, performance, 
recording and the record surfaces 
are excellent. Since this is probably 
the only complete B minor Mass 
which will be available for quite 
some time, it is a set that can be 
wholeheartedly recommended to all 
Bachlans. J. K. S.

The orchestra's 
new policy of guest conductors-

played to a house that was not only 
sympathetic, but full. Chappie's 
concert should arouse quite equal 
Interest and enthusiasm. 

Stanley Chappie comes to Mon 
trcal from St. Louis, where, as 
director of the symphony and other 
major organizations, he leads the 
musical life. With these duties he 
combines those of the Dean of the 
Music Schools of the Berkshire 
Festivals. A Londoner born, he dis- 
covered his vocation In the same 
way as Toscanini— by having a 
baton thrust into his unprepared 
nd Inexperienced hand, when a 
conductor was taken ill. 

At the age of 22 he formed his 
own orchestra. His programs em- 
phasized new works and he tells 
how, before the end of one 3 '4 
hour venture, he found himself 
with an audience of two. But his 
enterprise led to big things. The 
orchestra was soon put under con- 
tract by the B.B.C. and Chappie 
found himself in demand with the 
great English and continental or- 
chestras. 

Though experience as a conduc- 
tor of children's concerts and as 
director of the London Academy 
of Music has softened this young 
prophet of contemporary music 
the program chosen for Tuesday's 
Little Symphony performance is 
not devoid of novelty. A "Sonata 
for Chamber Orchestra", by Rich- 
ard Arnell will receive its first 
performance here, while Eodaly's 
Sommerabend" is a work seldom 
heard. Even Wolfs "Italian Sera 
nade" will be new to many. For 
those who love the classics, Pur- 
cell's overture "The Gordian Knot 
Untied", Handel's "Concerto In B 
Flat", arranged by Constant Lam 
bert, and Haydn's 89th symphony 
must prove acceptable fare.

The year 1947-'48 has been a treat one for McGill. The cry 
of "Walt 'till next year!" was used more often than for a large 
number of years in the past. Since the Daily Is entering- Its 
last week of publication, a glance back over the year might be 
of some value. 

The school year started hot and muggy, as 130 candidates 
turned out for our brand new grid coach, Vic Obeck, on September 
6th to begin training. The first week of training saw the thermo- 
meter hanging onto the 60's and 90's as tenaciously as a first 
class honours student. 

Poundage was shed all over the place, as the candidates were 
whittled down to a hardened group of football players. McGill 
students, expecting football miracles in one month of intensive 
training (5 weeks to be exact), turned out in droves, together 
with countless alumnae, and interested citizens for all games, but 
the vast improvement in the entire league resulted In our brand- 
new team being slightly the worse for wear at the end of the 
season, in 3rd place with 3 points ... all garnered over Queen's. 
Almost simultaneously the track team look off on an un- 
successful meet against runners and jumpers from Toronto, 
Western, and Queen's. The Blues annexed the trophy in the 
last Z events, and won the meet by a scant 4 points. 

Golf and Tennis saw us with the ups and downs as we 
finished a poor fourth on the links, behind Varsity, Queen's, 
and Western in that order, despite Frank Pope's excellent 
36-hole score of 1C9. The Tennis matches provided the reason 
for early hopes as our squad overwhelmed the opposition In 
all departments, and swept their third straight net crown. 
LeRoycr, Duford, and Spence helped provide the stuff or 
which Tennis champs are made. 
Our Co-cds provided another bright spot to the fall proceed- 
ings as they copped the archery and tennis titles. Lead by Marian 
Weinn, our female "Robin Hoods" came out on top with Queen's 
MacMastcr, and Western following In that order. Our Tennis 
gals, led by Elaine Fildcs, took the hint from the boys and were 
victorious in all 12 games. Mingic, Elder, and Mount were instru- 
mental in garnering a tie with Toronto in the co-ed swim meet. 

Varsity went ahead to take Watcrpolo and Gymnastics wins 
over slightly favoured McGill teams and continue on their merry 
way of "Out-championshipping" the homctowncrs. 

The hockey season got under way and It wasn't long before 
we got behind the 8 ball and had to fight to come from behind. 
What turned out to be the difference was a poor Red showing 
at the Verdun Auditorium against the V. de M. We lost In 
overtime 4-3; other than that we breathed heavily down 
Varsity necks throughout, splitting 4 games with them. They 
both swept the series against Queen's, and Toronto won 4 
games against U. of M. while the Redmen won 3. Standing 
out for our squad was the league's all star (by our choice 
anyway) goalie— Jack Gelincau. He alone held the team to- 
gether when they seemed to be falling apart at the seams, 
and only failed them once when the team collapsed against 
Varsity and he lost to the Blues 8-0 at the Forum. 
This year we had a basketball team, the likes of which we 
don't see for a long time as far as quality is concerned. George 
Davidon started his fourth year in Senior company in absolutely 
sensational style; only to be hampered by an injury just after 
the intercollegiate slugfest started. Injury or not he managed to 
break the previous MBL scoring record and finish in 3rd place with 
167 points in 12 games; he was top Red point getter in the inter- 
collegiate race as well. Bob Duford played his usual type of 
steady game throughout, likewise Sammy Roth. They were Ryan's 
trump cards whenever needed. MBL play saw the Redmen earn 
a playoff spot, splitting 12 games, winning six and losing same. 
Intercollegiate play saw McGill winning two out of six, and 
finishing in third place behind Western and Toronto. 

Curses! Foiled again! was the cry, the the Torontonlans 
kept their winning ways and defeated our boys at the same 
time as the gymnastics meet mentioned above. Hie Toronto 
Natators annexed tho aqua crown of Canadian colleges by out- 
pointing the Red Mermen, 49-35, at the Kingston pool, with 
Queen's trailing in their wake. 

At last the Tricolour came through with flying tricolours! 
After having to be content to cheer about a bridge champion- 
ship in 1946-47, the Queen's rooters saw their badminton 
and co-ed basketball aggregations down the McGill entries 
to win the respective titles. The McGill girls at first defeated 
Western 29-20 (the boys couldn't), and then lost to the 
Tricolour. 

As the sadists howled with fiendish glee, the pugilistic pride 
(a sadly overworked phrase) of / McGill, Toronto, O.A.C. and 
Queen's bashed the stuffings out of each other in the Intercol- 
legiate boxing. McGill emerged victorious; but bowed to the 
pin-down boys in Blue who annexed the groaning crown. 

And so Ihe year has been a rather unsuccessful one from the 
silverware viewpoint. In spectator value, however, the Red teams 
have given their all, as was evidenced by the huge crowds which 
followed them. McGill students have great hopes for their athlctio 
teams, and we hope that next year, there will be further additions 
to the sterling silver exhibitions in the gymnasium.

The young architect Is continually 
being hampered by convention, 
according to Professor J. S. Bland, 
Director of the School of Architcc- 
lure at McGill. Professor Bland 
was guest speaker of the "Hillel 
Meets the Faculty" series which was 
held yesterday noon. His topic was 
"What Is Happening in Art and 
Architecture." 

Artists are more than just enter- 
tainers, according to the Director, 
and they should not only be tole- 
rated but should be encouraged. 
Many artists such as Low, Heming- 
way and Dos Passos contribute 
directly to our social conscience. 

The architect has something of 
the artist in him but his freedom Is 
not as great, due to the fact that 
he must work more in collaboration 
with others. The great problem of 
the young architect is in the inertia 
of the older members of the pro- 
fession against which he must be 
forceful in order to carry through 
a vehicle of expression of his idea. 
He stated that "the truthlessncss of 
buildings is unsatisfactory to the 
young architect who wishes to ex- 
press his great idea of form." 

The architect looks forward to the 
day when he can make use of the 
new potentialities available, un- 
hampered and not hemmed in by 
facades. 



Plastic Foam 

Two plastic materials, puffed or 
whipped up to include large quan. 
titles of air, were described before 
the recent meeting of the American 
Institute of Chemical Engineers as 
efficient low-temperature insula 
tors. One is a urcaformaldehyde 
foam, which can be used cither 
shredded or in blocks.' It weighs 
only eight-tenths of a pound per 
cubic fool. The other material, used 
in cold-storage rooms, is a poly, 
atyrene plastic in foam form. It is 
said to be better than corkboard.
